Therefore, education pre- 
vents pauperism. 

4th. It is only justice that the poor 
who work the highways in time of 
peace aod defend the country in time 
of war, should receive an education 
from the State. 

We might enlarge on these and alee 
add other reasons why we should sup- 
port common schools But these are 
sufficient for the present. 

Now, suppose the tax payers say we 
feel the importance of educating the 
masses; wc know a republican form of 
government cannot long survive where 
the laws are made by the votes of au 
ignorant populace. We know that ed- 
ucation diminishes crime and pauper- 
ism, and that boys educated by a lib- 
eral State policy, will feel it their duty 
to enlist in our armies and defend us 
against our enemies. We know that 
tbe great danger to our government is 
commuuisra. That :his is led on by a 
few fanatics, who recruit their ranks 
from the ignorant masses. But, when 
we vote our money to educato the 
masses, to prevent crime and pauper- 
ism, we shall like to sec it spent for 
that purpose. But the school reports 
show that a very large per cent, of our 
poor do not attend the sehools. Now, 
has not tbe tax payer the Bame right 
to complain that his money is misap- 
plied here, that he had in regard to 
tbe jail and the bridge? 

The above piece was suggested by a 
conversation with one of our taxpay- 
ers. He used the very argument I 
have made for the taxpayer, and I 
must admit it is a good one. But 
there is something more for the tax- 
payers to think of io this connection. 
Hickman reports 381 children in the 
pupil age. The schools (public and 
private) have enrolled about 230. 
This leaves 154 out of school. I sup- 
pose tt is equally as bad throughout 
the county. It does seem, at first 
glance, that this is a very large per 
cent, growing up in ignorance. But 
suppose these 151 pupils are driven 
into our echools. This will compel us 
to employ two more teachers. Yes, 
not ouly that, but to build two more 
rooms. Are the tax-payers ready for 
this? Do you think we can raise the 
tax, build two additional rooms and 
employ two more teachers? If we can 
afford it, I 6ay, by all means, let us 
have compulsory education. But 
this, like all other laws for the im- 
provement of the country, requires 
money. But I think many person* 
do not understand what is meant by 
compulsory education. Some cities 
have instructed the police to arrest 
children and take them to school by 
force. I do oot deem this the better 
plan. The trustee has the name of 
every child in the distriot. Let his 
list be compared with the teacher's 
roll. If a name occurs on his list that 
is not on the teacher's roll, fine the 
parent S25. Put this money into the 
school treasury and thus help the tax- 
payers. 

But one column is too short to dis- 
cuss the question thoroughly. While 
I can see no injustice in the law, still I 
can sec much trouble in its enforce- 
ment.

be charged to "recklessness," "extrav 
agance," "bad management," or maybe 
something worse. But, as it is, it is 
attributed to depreciation in the taxa 
ble values of the State, and all the 
legislators who have bcea elected (be 
past 15 years on a pledge of " 3Conomy, 
retrenchment, &c ," hold their reputa- 
tion as "statesmen," \ • But, pu! 
what ooloriug you please on it, it shows 
bad management. The sensible, pru 
dent business mau, when he sees his 
property] aud business depreciating, 
lessens the expenses of his house 60 as 
to come inside of his receipts — his 
income. This ia precisely what our 
Legislatures ought to. have done, but 
evidently from tbe statement above, 
didn't do. The reul cause of this 
shortage is ao doubt attributable (o a 
variety of causes, but the great uudar 
lying cause rests on the elao:ion of so 
many utterly incompotent men to rep- 
resent us in tbe Legislature — men who 
wheu (hey take their seats at Frank 
fort know nothing whatever of State 
affairs, and the few months they -erve 
there is too short a time to learo much. 
The people seud some spleudid men to 
the Legislature, but they also send a 
herd of incompetents — clever men to 
be sure, houest and eveo sensible, but 
lacking iu the information and quali 
fioations necessary for aa immediate 
discharge of tbe duties of their posi 
tion. If we select a man for a lawyer, 
a doctor, or any special Hue of busi- 
ness, wisdom says select one 
education, experience, Ac, qualifies 
him for positioo; but the rule is not 
always observed in choosing legislators. 
We often select men who admit them- 
selves, and who everybody knows, 
knows nothing of State affairs or our 
reut polities. It is impossible that 
such a man, unless wonderfully quiek, 
should make a good legislator. The 
"short" condition of State finances wc 
attribute to the election of just such 
material. The competcut members 
have not been able to coutrol the in- 
competents, aud hence hundreds of 
little leakages have crept in, and in tbe 
aggregate we have (he result as above. 
It is not the result of dishonesty or 
corruption, but as Doesticks bus it, 
exclusively from "dsmphoolism."

We have bow ca*h on hand us a wharfage 
fund, eleven hundred and tixty-eight dollart, 
to be used iu cons ructing a good aud 
substantial wharf whenever the river is 
ia a condition favorable for doing the 
work; and all wharfage collected is being 
sacredly set apart for that work 

The city has cause to congratulate her 
self upon the steady reduction of her in- 
debtedness in the last decade of 'en years, 
notwithstanding ^the fearful ordeal of

Ten years ago our indebtedness was 
lUty thousand dollart. The annual interest 
alone required thirty- nz hundred dollar* to 
meet it. To-day we only owe twenty seven 
thousand three hundred and tijhty four dollart 
The payment of an auuu ,1 sum evjual Io 
the annual^inlerest ten years ago, for the 
next ten years, will discharge our entire 
debt and all accruing interest. 

Under the funding cont ract, made Sep- 
tember 14, 1871, no part of the principal 
of the funded bonds were payable until 
September 14, 1874, since which lime the 
Interest on the entire funded debt has 
been paid annually, and $2,107 of the 
priucipal each year.
